Better police coverage for the 95,000 
people living in the unincorporated parts 
cf Madison County, concentration on 
crime prevention, reorganization for more 
efficient operations, better screening and 
deputy hiring procedures, polygraph tests, 
physical requirements and a_ training 
program, plus a “cleaner” county, are the 
two-year goals of Madison County Sheriff- 
elect Emil Toffant. 

Toffant, who was -legally sworn in 
Wednesday morning for his new duties but 
won’t take command until next month, 
spoke to members of Explorers Post 10-4 
Wednesday evening at the Madison Police 
Department. 

“The Madison County sheriff's depart- 
ment is not large enough to give the people 
in the unincorporated areas proper police 
protection; however, we can improve on 
what they are getting now,” he com- 


- mented. 


“For example, the sheriff's department 
will no longer cover traffic accidents. 
These will be handled by the Illinois state 
Police. We are also going to keep out of the 
cities for the most part, and concentrate 
our patrols in the county’s unincorporated 
territory. 

“T was told the other day by one county 
official that Madison County was pretty 
clean in regard to gambling and 
prostitution, and] told him that when I was 
finished it would be a lot cleaner. 

“There are 95,000 people depending on 
the sheriff's department for protection in 
the unincorporated areas, and they are 
going to have it. 

“I am going to spend most of December 
studying our department organization, 
which I have already been doing. We have 
two evidence deputies; we only need one, 
and we can put the other one in a patrol car 
and on the road 

“I want the Madison County sheriff's 
department to be a professional agency 
and we are going to do a lot of screening of 
present personnel and a lot of reassign- 
ments. =, 

“I want to see everyone — secretaries, 
jailers,. custodians —‘all under the merit 
system. 

“This is the largest police department in 
the county and it cannot be run by one 
‘chief deputy.’ 

“YT dm bringing in two’ professionals — 
one I call my ‘outside’ man, Fred Bright, 
former chief of police in East Alton, and 
my ‘inside’ man, Ewin Knezevich, former 
deputy sheriff and Wood River policeman, 

“Bright will be the director of 
operations, He will be in charge of all 
patroling, detective work, training, in- 
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The corporate personal property tax 
dilemma confronting Illinois remains 
unsolved, the State Board of Elections 
confirmed late Wednesday in verifying 
that a deadline-delaying constitutional 
amendment led 56.4 percent to 43.6 percent 
among those voting on it. A 60 percent 
majority was required for passage. 

Estimates published Nov. 16 by the 
Press-Record show that about a third of 
the Quad-City property tax base is in 
jeopardy due to the Nov. 7 election defeat, 
including 47.7 percent in Venice Township, 
35.4 percent in Granite City, 18.7 percent in 
Nameoki Township and 18.5 percent in 
Chouteau. Township, 

Of the $295 million total local tax base, 
$96 million relates to corporations’ per- 
sonal property. There is no longer an in- 
dividual personal property tax. 

State legislators may attempt to provide 
a remedy during their veto session this 
fall, but it is unclear how replacement 
taxes would be distributed, since the 
amount of corporate personal taxes going 
to various local governmental bodies 
varies from year to year. 

One pending General Assembly bill calls 
for an additional 2% percent income tax on 
corporations, 1% percent on partnerships 
and trusts, and a 1% percent increase on 
utilities’ gross receipts. The utilities tax 
would amount to about 11% percent of 
their income. 

The 1970 Illinois Constitution requires 
that legislators abolish the corporate 
personal property tax and replace it by 
this Jan. 1 with a tax on the same class of 
taxpayers. After years of failing to agree 
on a replacement, the Assembly: asked 
voters to allow the existing tax to continue 
indefinitely, but it was this proposal that 
failed to pass, 

Other issues facing the legislature in- 
clude increased funds for schools, tax-paid 
abortions for state employees, state grants 
to aid county jail construction projects, 
curbs on cigarette smoking in public 
places, and: changes in lobbyist 
registration. 

In addition to confirming the defeat of 
the corporate personal tax proposition, the 
State Board of Elections said a proposed 
property tax exemption _for 
Congressionally-chartered veterans’ 
organizations was defeated, 48-52 percent. 

Democratic control of the Illinois Senate 
will change from 34-25 to 32-27. Democrats 
also are in the majority in the next House 
of Representatives 89-88, and their margin 
could increase or evaporate due to several 


close races. Republican Nord L, Swan- 
strom has only a 712-vote advantage over 
Democrat Robert E. Brinkmeyer, who is 
seeking a recount in the 35th District. 

Illinois Governor James R. Thompson 
(R) defeated Comptroller Michael Bakalis 
(D) 1,859,684 to 1,263,134. U.S, Senator 
Charles H. Percy (R) won a third term 
over Alex Seith (D) 1,698,711 to 1,448,187. 

Winners for University of Illinois trustee 
positions were Republican Paul Hahn and 
Democrats Paul Stone and Edmund 
Donoghue, increasing the Democratic 
margin on the university board from 6-3 to 
BL.

A budget and tax levy which will cause 
an increase in the tax rate for county 
purposes of about two cents per $100 
assessed valuation was approved by the 
Madison County Board Wednesday af- 
ternoon. 

The board approved a “balanced” 
budget totaling -$34,066,900 for all county 
purposes, down $1,112,091 from the 
previous fiscal year, despite cuts in the 
allocations for nearly every county 
department. William L. Little of Alton, 
chairman of the board's finance com- 
mittee, told the board at its regular 
meeting. 

It is estimated the tax bill for county

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Radio link 
with locks 
emphasized 


Increasing traffic at Locks 
and Dam No. 26, Alton, has 
caused — and is expected to 
continue to result in 
congestion and delays to tows 
desiring to use the facility. 

Navigation interests have 
participated with the Corps of 
Engineers in the development 
of lockage procedures to obtain 
optimum usage of the locks, the 
Corps’, Operations’ Division 
chief, James A. Petersen, 
reports. He comments: 

“An integral part of the 
established lockage procedure 
is the maintenance of radio 
communications getween the 
lock facility and vessels 
awaiting lockage. 

“All information concerning 
lockages will be broadcast on 
Channel 14 (156.7 MHz) on the 
VHF marine radio band. 

“We continue to have 
problems at Locks No. 26 in 
contacting tows waiting for 
lockage. Reduction of overall 
delays through Locks 26 is 
dependent upon continuous 
monitoring of Channel 14 by all 
vessels desiring to transit the 
locks. 

“Vessels should continue to 
monitor Channel 16 (156.8 
MHx), the distress and calling 
frequency, and other working 
frequencies as required. 

“Construction of the new 
sheet pile cell below the main 
lock guidewall extension was 
completed Nov. 9. 

“The temporary miter gate 
leaves at the upper end of the 
main lock were replaced on 
Nov. 14 and 15 

“Completion of these work” 
items concludes a period of 
special operational procedures 
affecting navigation through 
Locks 26. Normal directional 
traffic has been resumed, with 
routine lockage procedures. 

“The assist boat, Senator 
Sam, that was used to aid in 
safety transiting the con- 
struction work is no longer 
needed and has been released. 

“Normal navigational use of 
the new sheet pile cell can be 
made. Further major closures 
at Locks 26 are unanticipated at 
this time. But all vessel 
operators are reminded of the 
continuing requirement to 
adhere to any instructions given 
by the lockmaster during ap- 
proach, transit and exit from 
the locks."”

Yule traditions in lreland recalled 


In what country does snow on 
Christmas Day mean the geese 
are being plucked in heaven? 
Or, a green Christmas means a 
fat churchyard? 

These are beliefs native to the 
people of Ireland, according to 
the Rev. James Shortal, 
Catholic priest at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville. 

“Christmas is a special time 
of the year to the Irish people,” 
the Irish expert said. “They 
spend much time in preparation 
for the holiday.” 

Irish men spend days 
cleaning the farmyard and 
buildings, while the women 
spend much time tidying the 
home. 

The children are not ‘left out 
in the cold’? during this time. 
They are designated the job of 
preparing the decorations. 

The women in some parts of 
Ireland hang mistletoe. This 
assures the women of a 
Christmas present, because the 
first man to walk beneath it 
owes them a kiss and a present 

Many Irish also spend time 
preparing the traditional poitin, 
a home-made whiskey, even 
though the practice is forbidden 
by law 


According to Father Shortal, 
an instructor of Irish history at 
SIUE, Christmas is a family 
holiday in the Europena 
country. Family members are 
expected to be home for the 
holidays. 

If the coming home is not 
possible, the family members 
who are at home expect a letter, 
sometimes with money en- 
closed. 

In every part of Ireland, 
families: light candles on 
Christmas Eve and place them 
in their windows. “This is a 
symbolic act done by the 
families to show Joseph and 
Mary, who found no room in an 
inn in Bethlehem, that there is 
room in the home,” Father 
Shortal said. 

In some parts of the country, 
the families leave the door open 
and food on the table to provide 
the “proper welcome” for the 
holy family. 

A belief held by some Irish 
natives is that at midnight on 
Christmas Eve the cows and 
donkeys in all of Ireland kneel 
in honor of the Christ child; at 
this time, the animals have the 
gift of speech. The people 
believe the animals should not 
be looked upon at this time, but 


rather should be treated 
specially with a generous feed 
of sheaf corn or branmash, 

Christmas Day is celebrated 
by the families. The Irish + 
believe no one should enter 
another's house on this day 
unless invited to do so, 

The family attends an early 
mass. The women spend much 
time preparing food for the 
meal after the mass. According 
to one source, the Christmas 
meal is considered to be the 
most important of the year in 
the Irish household. 

At-one time, boiled beef was 
the most important meat to be 
served at the holiday table. 
However, in recent years, the 
goose has edged beef off the 
table. 

Plum pudding and fruit cake 
are other popular features of 
the Irish meal. 

At the meal’s end, the family 
finds a spot around the fire and 
engages in conversation. 

“The Irish, are a very 
superstitious people, and yet 
they are optimistically 
superstitious,” Fr. Shortal said. 
“For instance, to hear a cricket 
chirping in the house on 
Christmas Day is a sign of good 
fortune for the coming year.” 


He has been to Ireland twice 
in the past three years. 

He is a member of several 
Irish groups, including the 
American Committee for Irish 
Studies, Irish-American 
Cultural Institute, the 
American-Irish Foundation and 
the St. Louis Irish Arts. 

He says his interest in Irish 
history started with the death of 
his parents. “I suddenly 
realized that if any traditions 
were to be continued, I would 
have tobe the one to carry them 
through,” the Irish priest 
commented. 

“T guess it is the love of being 
Irish that really got me star- 
ted,” he concluded.

“‘I like being a police officer and I like 
Madison, 

“Madison County has a lot of problems 
to clean up and straighten out, and it wil 
take me about two years. But I will do it.

Action to purchase a new fire 
pumper and 50-foot snorkel 
tower during the Nov. 7 meeting 
of the Granite City Council for a 
total cost of $127,749 was revised 
by council members Tuesday 
night, eliminating the purchase 
of the tower unit.

Alderman Earl Baker, 
chairman of the fire and water 
committee and Fire Chief Don 
Parente informed the aldermen 
that only the fire pumpeF could 
be acquired at this time as 
Community Development funds 
will not become available for 
the snorkel unit next spring. 

After the two officials ex- 
plained the money was not yet 
available for the tower at this 
time, Alderman Warren 
Decatur moved to amend the 
original purchase motion to 
eliminate the tower unit. 

Parente noted that delivery of 
the fire truck will take at least a 
year and the tower can be 
acquired within that period.

Little blamed decreases in anticipated 
federal revenue sharing funds and in the 
anti-recession fiscal assistance program 
as the major factors causing a tax in 
crease. ‘ 

“First, it is important to point out that 
the budget before you is a balanced one, in 
that the revenues projected for Fiscal 
Year 1979 will be sufficient to cover the 
expenditures which you will be ap- 
propriating today,"’ Little told the board. 

“In order to balance this budget, 
however, required some difficult decisions 
by our committee. We want you to know 
that we were forced to make cuts in almost 
every department’s budget request. We 
thank the committees, department heads 
and elected office holders for their willing 
cooperation in helping us solve the difficult 
problems with which we were faced this 

ear. 
yetror the most part, these cuts were 
made necessary due to a decrease in the 
amount of federal revenue sharing funds 
which the county will receive during FY 
'79. Combined with this loss is the fact that 
Congress has not yet renewed the anti- 
recession funds which we have received 
during the past two years. 

“Both of these losses combined to a net 
decrease in revenue to the county general 
fund of about $272,000. 

“Further, as has been our experience 
over the past few years, we once again find 
ourselves in a situation of being forced to 
appropriate funds for activities mandated 
to us by the state legislature and the 
governor of Illinois. We find this situation 
deplorable to the tax payers of Madison 
County and believe that, under no cir- 
cumstances, should the state dictate the 
expenditures of local tax dollars. 

“Finally, you will note that the total of 
all funds, both tax and non-tax, is in excess 
of $34 million. It is important to mention 
that many of these dollars — over $14 
million — are from federal grants. 

“Our Committee believes these are a 
benefit to the citizens of Madison County 
and allow us to receive our fair share of the 
federal taxes which are paid by every 
working man and woman of this county,” 
Little said in his budget message. 

The county levy for the 1978-79 fiscal 
year, the amount which must be raised 
through taxation, is $6,860,040, which is 
expected to require an increase in the tax 
rate.

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Although the assessed valuation for the 
year is not yet known, comparing the levy 
against an assessed valuation of 
$1,180,000,000 (the current valuation) 
would necessitate a tax rate of 56.7 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation next year. 

The new budgets approved by the board 
rely heavily on federal grants and funds, in 
addition to tax monies. The new budget 
totals are; general fund, $10,654,661; 
special taxes, $9,678,727; manpower, 
$9,386,887, and community development 
$4,346,625. 

Special tax rates, with last year’s rates 
in parenthesis, are: maps and plats, .0064 
(.0027); veterans’ assistance commission, 
.0048 (0053); county museum, .0019 (.002); 
detention home, rate limit of .0167 (.0148); 
Mental health, .0879 (.0493); county high- 
ways, rate limit of .10 (same). 

Also, county bridges, limit of .05 
(same); matching tax fund, .03 (.018); 
Tuburculosis Clinic, .0209 (.0208); 
municipal retirement, .0679 (.076); outside 
audit, .0013 (.0018); supervisor of 
assessments, '.0189 (.0197); Property 
records system maintenance, .0187 
(,0197); election expenses, limit of .01 
(same), and county jail bonds, .0316 (,034). 

Rates last year not assessed this year 
were .0019 for detention home bonds and 
interest, which have been retired, and .001 
for Mimergency Service and Disaster 
Agency (Civil Defense), which will be 
supported by grants and surplus funds. 

Also budgeted for the upcoming year is 
$19,200 for aid to dependent children, for 
which a rate is not required. 

The finance committee had suggested a 
budget of $86,008, but the board voted to 
increase that figure by $8,000 to $94,008, for 
rental of buildings and land. The ad- 
ditional funds are grant funds and will not 
require an increase in the tax levy, it was 
noted. 

A general fund budget of $10,654,661 
relies on a tax rate of 12-cents per $100 
assessed valuation, the limit, which is the 
same as collected last year. 

A motion by Board Member Daniel 
Partney of Granite City to increase the 
budget so additional pay raises could be 
granted to the sheriff, county clerk and 
county treasurer failed on a 19-3 vote. 
Partney had proposed increasing the 
sheriff's salary from $25,500 to $32,500, 
noting the $290 per month housing 
allowance granted the current sheriff had 
been rescinded. 

He also sought to increase the salaries of 
the clerk and treasurer from $25,500 to 
$30,000. He noted a new state bill, passed 
within the month, would allow the county 
to exceed the former $25,500 maximum 
salary for those positions. ‘‘We need to set 
salary levels which will attract and keep. 
good, qualified people in these important 
Positions,” he said. 

Other board members criticized Part- 
ney for proposing the increases after the 
budget had been passed and Little ob- 


jected that the budgets could not afford the 
salary increases, since the general fund 
was at its maximum and there were no 
“surplus” funds to be used for the in- 
creases. 

Board Member Roger Elble said he felt it 
was unfortunate the newly-elected officers 
would have to live with the same salaries 
during their four-year terms of office, but 
suggested candidates in the next election 
in 1981 should be asked in advance what 
kinds of salaries they expect, so the board 
could then determine what salaries were 
proper. 

Little then summarized that the budget 
committee had cut appropriations 
wherever possible and said he felt it was 
unfortunate a tax increase could not be 
avoided. 

He noted that the 1977-78 fiscal year levy 
was four cents lower than the previous 
year, but that cut could not be maintained 
in the light of reduced federal ‘grants and 
incréased state-mandated programs, 
including construction of the new county 
jail, 

The budget then was approved 22-4 with 
Partney, Jim Greene of East Alton, H. 
Jack Frandsen of Alhambra and R. H 
Worthen of Alton voting against passage. 

The budget was passed while about 100 
tax protesters crowded the back of the 
board room, several bearing signs 
requesting lower taxes and equitable 
assessment ratios. 

The group, primarily from Livingston, 
submitted a statement to the board, read 
by Frandsen, which called for public 
hearings before the Board of Review was 
allowed to place an assessment multiplier 
against property. 

The protestors, calling themselves the 
“Organizing Committee for Eastern 
Madison County,” converged on the Board 
of Review prior to attending the county 
board meeting. 

Art Schuette, spokesman for the group, 
stated, “We want the Board of Review to 
justify to the taxpayers in eastern Madison 
County that the multipliers are equitable. 
Boards of review are supposed to act as 
equalizing bodies, making such taxes 
uniform. We don’t feel this is being done at 
present.””

Clean air board to 
seek legal opinion 


on leaf burning 


A clearer interpretation of 
laws and regulations pertaining 
to leaf burning will be sought by 
the Granite City Air Pollution 
Control Board as the result of 
complaints received from some 
residents who maintain their 
health is adversely affected by 
open burning. 

The complaints were 
discussed during the board’s 
regular meeting last week after 
several of the complaints were 
accompanied by doctors’ 
notices -in which the physicians 
attested to the ill effects open 
burning had on their patients, a 
board spokesman said. 

The board agreed that while 
leaf burning is permitted in the 
state of Illinois, “It is our un- 
derstanding that if a person's 
health is adversely affected, 
neighbors may be prohibited 
from burning.” 

Board members decided to 
confer with an attorney for a 
clearer understanding, and to 
proceed accordingly. 

Board members - also 
discussed a recurrent ‘fugitive 
dust” problem in. the West 
Granite City area and 
recommended that the air 
control staff meet with the plant 
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manager and plant engineer of 
a suspect industry to work out a 
solution of dust problems. 

The board was told that an 
Illinois Pollution Control 
Problem concerning a white 
dust incident last fall has been 
rescheduled to open Jan. 5. 

The local control agency has 
applied for a federal grant of 
$27,550 for the purpose of 
upgrading existing monitoring 
equipment, setting up a training 
program for staff members to 
attend federal courses, and for 
establishing a formal public 
relations program, it was 
reported.

‘Good performance — 
publicly appreciated’ 


The words “‘public relations” 
are often misunderstood by 
people both inside and outside 
the communications field, in the 
opinion of Alfred Fleishman, 
chairman emeritus of Fleish- 
man-Hillard, Inc., a St. Louis- 
based public relations firm. 
But, he said, this is because 
public relations is not an exact 
science with a limited 
definition. 

Fleishman told students in a 
public relations class at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville that — even 
though there is no standard 
definition for public relations — 
he believes there are three 
concepts which lead to an un- 
derstanding of public relations 
as an integral function for all 
organized groups in modern 
society. 

“First of all, it is not a 
question of ‘whether an 
organization prefers to have 
public relations at all. The 
question is whether it will have 
‘a good public relations or bad 
public relations,” he said. 

“Secondly, public relations 
can simply be described as good 
performance, publicly ap-

Toys can be part 
of learning process 


By MARY BRASE 

What kind of toy will interest 
4 child and challenge his mind 
at each stage of his develop- 
ment? 

That was the question for a 
class of early childhood 
education students at Southern. 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville who had the opportunity 
to try their ideas and their 
homemade toys on a room of 
pre-school-age children. The 
results were predictable, 

Eleven-month-old Ben tried 
everything. The toddler visited 
each group around the carpeted 
education classroom, stopping 
to investigate the paper bag 
blocks, the sponge letters on a 
chain and the cloth-covered 
plastic bottles. 

His favorite was a blue 
enamel roaster, filled with 
wooden block soup that he 
stirred to perfection with his 
cook’s wooden spoon. 

But when the lid went on, the 
spoon came down. Charac- 
teristic of children his age, Ben 
kept beating the lid until every 
head in the room turned to 
watch, Satisfied, he stopped to 
smile.

“Certain national policies — 
recently in place or currently 
being advocated are in

and art of explorations has been 
conducted historically,” Fisher 
believes. 

‘The geologist said these in- 
clude: 

Policies which have led to 
the withdrawal — from mineral 
entry or leasing — of large 
volumes of prospective lands. 

—Policies which, without 
warrant, constrain exploration 
access to lands that are open. 

—Policies advocating ex- 
tensive public disclosure of 
exploration data, reducing the 
refinement of exploration 
concepts inherent in a com- 
petitive atmosphere. 

—Policies providing for the 
procedural separation of ex- 
ploration and development 
phases through separate fin- 
dings of environmental impact 
statements, or stage leasing, 
both serving to detach the in- 
centive of discovery for ex- 
ploration; and 

—Policies requiring the 
federal government to deter- 
mine marketability as opposed 
to workability prior to leasing,

Fisher said the impact of 
these policies — on the com- 
mercial aspects of energy and 
mineral exploration | and 
development — has: been ad- 
dressed extensively by in- 
dustry. 

“My concern is more fun- 
damentally the impact of these 
policies, generally developed 
and advocated with less than 
adequate awareness of geologic 
realities, on the professional 
discipline of exploration itself — 
and the impact these changes 
will have on the conduct and

Citing Illinois’.emergence in 
world affairs and a recent drop 
in student: participation in

The State Board of Education, 
he noted, strongly . supports 
“responsibility education’ and 
the testing of communication 
skills. 

The foreign Language 
Education Task Force is 
composed of interested parents, 
community leaders, 
representatives from major 
state educational organizations, 
and members of Illinois’ foreign 
language professional 
associations, 

The task force membership 
represents all regions of the 
state as well as universities, 
and public and nonpublic 
elementary and secondary 
schools. 

Supt. Cronin’s charge to the 
task force was to “report to the 
State Board of Education and 
staff on the status of foreign 
language education in Mlinois 
schools and recommend 


strategies for enhancing and 
expanding these instructional 
programs.” The task force ‘is 
expected to report its findings 
by March 1979.

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‘No stopping’ added to 
no parking on 21st St. 


A “‘no-parking’’ ordinance 
that prohibited parking on both 
sides of 2ist Street between 
Iowa Street and Madison 
Avenue in the vicinity of St. 
Elizabeth Hospital was 
repealed by the Granite City 
Council last week, but was 
replaced by a ‘no parking-no 

/ stopping” ordinance. 

The new ordinance specified 
that the ‘no parking and no 
stopping bill prohibits stopping 
even temporarily while the 
driver is in the car. The or- 
dinance was one of a series of 
traffic controls approved during 
the meeting. 

; A bill” was approved 
establishing a two-hour parking 
limit on the east side of Madison 
Avenue, extending from the 
intersection of 29th Street and 
Madison for a distance of 40 
feet. The parking limit will. be 
effective Monday through 


Saturday. 

The same ordinance also set 
two-hour parking on the north 
side of 29th Street from Madison 
Avenue and 29th Street to the 
alley. 

In another traffic control bill, 
the council approved a traffic

stop at 27th Street and Grand 
Avenue, requiring northbound 
and southbound traffic on 
Grand to stop at 27th Street. 

An ordinance was enacted 
placing a five-ton load limit on 
25th Street between Center and 
Madison Avenue also was 
enacted, providing a penalty of 
$25 to $500 for violations. The 
ordinance excepts traveling the 
street for local deliveries. 

Council members referred to 
the Traffic Committee for study 
a request by Ilinois Power Co 
for the elimination of two more 
parking spaces near the utility's 
garage facilities at 22nd and 
Adams Streets because of the 
traffic hazard created by 
parking near the corner. 

The request said that two 
parking spaces were eliminated 
previously, but two more should 
be taken out at the intersection 
where parked vehicles block a 
motorists’s vision.

What do people in a 
personal crisis long for most? 
Often it isn’t someone to try 
to solve their problem, but 
someone who is willing to 
share their pain. 

Asked what she would 
handle differently if she were 
to live her crisis over again, 
‘one woman replied: ‘I would 
yell, scream, and beg for 
someone to talk to me — 
anyone!””* 

“Feelings have to go 
somewhere," says Dr. 
Margaret Wold, author of 
“The Critical Moment’ 
(Augsburg Publishing 
House.) Like the boiling 
kettle whose lid is pushed 
down till the pressure builds 
so high it blows, feelings 
pushed inward take their toll 
Stress-related physical or 
emotional illness is more 
likely. Or getting over a crisis 
may take longer. 

Wold knows. When her 
husband broke his neck in an 
ocean accident, it was three 
years later before she was 
finally able to let her 
emotions out. 

She’s since found that 
many of us find it hard to 
share our own hurt or listen to 
the pain of others, Wold told a 
recent one-day conference 
conducted by the 
interdenominational Institute 
For Changing Ministries, 
sponsored by the College of 
Continuing Education and the 
School of Religion of the 
University of Southern 
California. 

Why is this? “‘One factor,” 
Wold believes, ‘is that we 
tend to condition people, and 
especially men, not to reach 
out. There's the implication 
that ‘You've got to tough it 
out,” 


She recalls in childhood 
being the oldest girl among 
eight children. 

“You're supposed to, 
always listen and ’ protect 
everybody else, but you're 
never supposed to show any 
weakness."” 


“Another aspect,” she said, ‘ 


“is that we've been trained to 
think we have to give 
answers. If we don’t have 
solutions for someone in 
crisis, we feel like a failure. 
So we back off and avoid the 
person.” 

“But many times there 
isn’t an answer, What's 
important is just to be

Kennedy draft predicted 


(National Association

A four-way primary fight 
among Carter, Brown, 
Moynihan and McGovern, 
culminating in a Kennedy draft, 
is the 1980 Democratic scenario 
drawo by a Pulitzer Prize- 
winning reporter and best- 
selling novelist. 

William Safire, New York 
Times. columnist, whose 
commentary on the Bert Lance 
affair won him journalism’s top 
award, spoke before the 
National Association of 
Realtors at its annual con- 
vention in late November. 

“The Republicans are 
tougher to predict,” Safire said. 
“First of all, you have the 
familiar six-pack, starting with 
Reagan and Ford. Then the two 
Texans, Connally and Bush. 
And, of course, Baker and Dole 
will be there."” 

He named as dark horses 
Rep..Jack Kemp (R-N.Y.), 
author. of the Kemp-Roth ta 

! cutting scheme, and Rep. Phil 
Crane (R-IIL.), who already has 
announced his candidacy 
Reagan will be glad to see 
Crane’‘in the race, Safire said, 
since that will give him an 
opponent who is to the right of 
him. 

The real question, he said, is, 
“Wilk it make any difference 
who the’candidates are?” Safire 
thinks it will. 

“For two decades," he said, 
“the presidency has become 
more and more pragmatic and 
less ideological. I think it’s time 
we had a president who is more 
inclined to thoughtful decisions 
and ‘not just those that are 
popular.” 

Safire took issue with 
analysts who claim the 
Republicans gained a major 
victory in the Nov. 7 elections. 

“In a mid-term election, the 
out party often wins 30 or 40 
seats in the House, he said, 
instead of the dozen the GOP did 
win:" And they should have won 
twice the state legislative seats 
they took and several more 
governors’ seats, he contended. 

Safire attributed the 
Republicans’ meager gains in a 


light voter turnout, ‘‘when they 
should have done better,” to an 
about-face on the part of both 
parties. 

“The Republicans ‘adopted 
Kemp-Roth — cut taxes with no 
mention of cutting expenditures 

~and the Democrats suddenly 
became fiscally responsible. 

“They simply were better at 
becoming Republicans than the 
Republicans were at becoming 
Democrats.”” 

Safire believes there is a 
major recession in the offing, 
and he thinks there should be, to 
force a change in U.S. 
priorities. 

“Up until the past month,” he 
said, ‘the whole Carter ap- 
proach to the economy has been 
to reduce unemployment. 
We've succeeded in ‘cutting 
unemployment by about two 
percent, which means we've 
added about two million jobs. 

“But what about the 35 to 40 
million retired people and 
others with fixed incomes who 


are being destroyed by in- 
flation? I don’t believe that’s a 
fair trade-off.” 

Safire doesn't think that the 
Carter voluntary guidelines will 
work, and he doesn't believe 
they should. 

“The kind of coercion they 
imply is a bad idea,” he said. 
“The president has said that he 
will use ‘prudent federal pur- 
chasing’ to push government 
suppliers to keep the lid on 
prices. Shouldn't we have 
‘prudent federal purchasing’ all 
the time? 

“He has said he will use 
regulation or deregulation to 
induce competition in the 
private sector. Why don’t we 
induce competition routinely, 
instead of just in an 
emergency?” 

Safire said he is convinced 
that, shortly, Americans will 
see mandatory wage and price 
controls, now that the election is 
safely over, despite presidential 
denials of such intent. 


Train troopers as EMTs 


A pilot project which could 
eventually lead to complete 
Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT) training for all Illinois 
State Police troopers has begun 
with the completion of an 81- 
hour course by two troopers, 
from each of the 16 districts. 

The program is a cooperative 
effort between the state police 
and the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, 

Lynn Baird, state police 
superintendent, wants to 
determine whether the ad- 
vanced training will be used in a 
sufficient number of emergency 
medical situations to warrant 
training all 1,750 troopers. All 
troopers are now trained in the 
American Red Cross First Aid 
Course. 

The 32 EMT trained troopers 
will participate in an initial six 
month evaluation process, 
comparing their performance 
in emergency medical 
situations with that of two 


control groups who have not had 
the additional training 

“It’s a vigorous undertaking, 
but if EMT training will prove 
worthwhile to the public, we will 
do what is needed to get the job 
done,” Baird said. 

Trooper Richard Kohler of 
Waterloo and Trooper Leo 
LaRose of Collinsville have 
been given the EMT training 
and will participate in the pilot 
study

Safe toys described

Thanksgiving is behind us 
now, ‘and the Christmas 
shopping season has begun in 
earnest. 

The ‘giving of gifts is one way 
in wKich most of us express our 
love for others, and small 
childfen are often the primary 
recipients of our gifts. In fact, 80 
percent of the toys sold in the 
United States during 1978 will be 
purcliased between now and 
Christmas. 

Shopping for toys can be a lot 
of fury for an adult. 

Bat, ‘when you are selecting a 
toy; try to remember that some 
toys’— no matter how cute or 
clevei' they may seem to your or 
me-="may not be safe or ap- 
propriate for small children, 

Fortunately safe toys are 
more-plentiful then ever, but we 
why purchase them must still 
use/some judgment regarding 
ee cena hazard to a small 
e 


at kinds of toys should you 
avoid? What kinds are safe? 
Thé Mlinois Department of 
Public Health has a few 
guidelines that may help you 
select safe toys for the children 
in your life, 

When shopping for toys, look 
for=those that have smooth, 
roukded edges. A child can 
easily be cut by the sharp edges 
on gome toys. 

Phrchase dolls or stuffed 
animals that have eyes sewn on 
instead of attached with sharp 
propgs. Eyes attached with 
propgs are easy to remove and 
swallow. j 

Also avoid buying stuffed 
anithals that have sharp wires 
in the ears or tails. These wires 
oftén, poke through the 
material, and can injure a child. 

And do not give a child a doll 
with sharp, pointed pins in her 
haip. 


Another suggestion is to stay 
away from those toys that have 
smail parts which are exposed 
or easy for a child to remove.

Children can easily swallow 
these small parts, or insert 
them into an ear or nostril| 

Other types of toys you should 
not give to small children in- 
clude those which contain darts, 
arrows, or other «missiles that 
can be thrown or shot at 
someone. 

Electrical toys, especially 
those which heat up, and toys 
made of glass or brittle plastic 
are also hazardous in the hands 
of small children. 

According to health officials, 
the ideal safe toy: (a) is too 
large to swallow; (b) has 
smooth, round edges; (c) has no 
exposed straight pins, sharp 
wires or nails. 

(d) Has no detachable parts 
that can lodge in a child's 
windpipe, ear or nostril; and (e) 
has no electrical component, 
especially one that generates 
heat. 


So, even though you have a 
million things to do during the 
holidays and your time is 
limited, remember that toys are 
expressions of love. Choose 
them with care.

Replacement tax plan has many inequities, disadvantages 


Committee Against Replacement Taxes 

The alternative tax package in 
legislative committee is more detrimental 
to the state than corporate personal 
Property taxes. The personal tax 
expiration deadline of Jan. 1, 1979, 
remains in effect due to failure of an 
extension proposal in the Nov. 7 election. 

Under the proposed bill, collection and 
reallocation of taxes is vested in the 
executive branch of state government, 
eliminating the positive aspects inherent in 
current locally assessed and collected 
taxes applied to local services. 

House Bill 2418 doesn't provide a 
replacement tax or a method of 
participation in the replacement fund for 
any newly-created taxing districts. 

The base for replacement funds is the 
total of all personal property taxes 
collected, not extended, after Dec. 31, 
1978, and before Jan. 1. 1980. A three 
percent increase per year is provided. 

Reduced assessed valuation resulting 


currently based on total equalized values 
Debt limits for taxing bodies will be 
uncertain and this can create serious short- 
term borrowing problems. 

Taxing bodies receiving state grants-in- 
aid based on equalized valuation will be 
denied availability of funds at the state and 
local levels. There can be a severe loss of 
revenue for some school districts, 
including a $2,213,350 reduction for 
Granite City schools 

The use of a corporate income tax 
brings up the question of the 8-5 ratio 
(4%-2'2%) between corporate and 
individual income taxes under the 1970 
Constitution. The increase from 4% to 
6'A% will be a deterrent to new businesses 
coming to Illinois. 


Future increases in loéal revenue needs, 
will require, directly or indirectly, 
increases assessment ratios or tax rates to 
increase real estate taxes. Clearly, issues

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South's Schmitt hopes to ‘fillsome ala

SITY — Tradition. 

Many things are based upon a foun- 
dation of tradition. Families. Companies. 
Athletic teams. 

Take for instance Collinsville in 
basketball. The community is known 
nation-wide for its contributions to 
basketball.

For some 29 years now, Bill “Red” Sch- 
mitt, the head wrestling coach at GCHS 
South, has been building on a powerful 
tradition of wrestling at his school. The 
state championship is something which 
has not eluded Schmitt during his tenure at 
South. He tied for the state team crown in 
19 and won it out-right in 19. 

But going into the 1978-79 wrestling 
campaign, Schmitt voiced some concern

about the future of his livelihood , 
wrestling. According to the red-head, the 
freshman wrestling schedule at South may 
have to be cancelled this season because of 
a lack of frosh out for the sport. 

“We've only got 13 freshmen out for 
wrestling right now,” said Schmitt. 
“Maybe after the Thanksgiving holiday 
the number will rise, but right now, I'd 
have to say the freshman schedule is in 
serious jeopardy.” 

The reason is that there are 12 weight 
classes involved in high school wrestling 
..- with only 13 team members, that 
doesn’t leave much room for injury. 

But on the varsity level, Schmitt has 
much to look forward to this season. 
Returning to his squad will be four 
Warriors who qualified for state tour- 
nament competition last year. 

Leading the way is 138-pounder Sam 
Perkins who surprised nearly everyone 
concerned last season when he finished as 
the THSA runner-up at that weight. ‘When 
you can finish as the number two wrestler 
at any weight in the state of Illinois, that’s 
saying a lot,” said Schmitt. “‘I’d have to 
say it even surprised me. I honestly didn’t 
think he could get that far in state com- 
petition last year.” 

According to Schmitt, Perkins proved it 
wasn’t a fluke this past summer when he 
finished sixth in the National Greco- 
Roman Wrestling Tournament. 

Also back from ‘state tourney com- 
petition are Barry Forshee at 126 pounds, 
Dean Perkins (Sam’s brother) at 145 
pounds and Rocky Pupardos who has gone 
from 105 pounds to 119 pounds. 

Other returnees from last season's 21-1 
team are Don King (who has dropped from 
heavyweight to 185 pounds), Scott Polson 
at 167 pounds and Greg Garland who 
wrestled at 98 last season will give it a try 
this time around at 105 pounds. 

Other probable weights are Phil 
Beljanski at 135 pounds and either Dru 
Clement or Kevin Knowland at 145 pounds. 

That leaves two very important weight 
classes wide open ... 98 pounds and 
heavyweight. It’s those two divisions 
which Schmitt feels are the most im- 
portant in wrestling. ““They’re important 
because with 98, you go into the middle 
weights knowing you're either behind or 
ahead and heavyweight because it's that 
weight which can pull you ahead at the end 
of a close match or give you some cushion 
if you’ve been ahead.”

difficult to match or beat last season’s 
team mark. ‘‘Team-wise we might not be 
as tough as last year,” he said. “we will 
have some fine individuals, though.

Partly because 
of the smaller number of students out for 
wrestling. “We'll be paper-thin, “he said.

The Ghost of 


Christmas Yet to Come 


New appreciation for Dickens’ immortal Christmas season classic

Charles Dickens’ “A 
Christmas Carol" is 
unquestionably the most suc- 
cessful holiday tale in the 
literature of the western world. 
Its popularity in the Nineteenth 
Century became even greater 
with the invention of the moving 
picture, and continued to grow 
through television. 

Everybody knows Tiny Tim's 
heart-felt blessing, and Scrooge 
has become a word for mean- 
ness. 

Yet, many who know the 
basic plot have never read the 
complete story — or have read 
itso long ago that it is really the 
trimmed and _ simplified 
dramatizations they are 
familiar with, rather than the 
sensitive prose of the story 
Dickens wrote. 

To read—or re-read—the 
fantasy is to discover that the 
art of a witty and lively 
narrator has a richness which 
the bare bones of a visual 
presentation cannot completely 
convey, however charming and 
vivid it might be. 

The ancestor of Scrooge 
appeared in a very short and 
simple story in Dickens’ own 
“Pickwick Papers” published 
seven years earlier. 

Gabriel Grubb, a church 
sexton, was ‘‘a cross-grained, 
surly fellow, with a scowl of 
malice and ill-humor’” who, on 


his way to dig a grave on 
Christmas Eve, finds the light 
and joy of the celebration 
spilling from the houses on his 
route ‘‘gall and wormwood.”’ 

A goblin captures Grubb and 
whisks him to a cave, where he 
drinks a goblet of liquid fire. 

He is forced like Scrooge to 
view a series of scenes, in- 
cluding a poor home where the 
youngest child is shown dying— 
a foreshadowing of Tiny Tim. 

After other scenes of 
destitution and sorrow, Grubb 
escapes, altered and contrite, to 
disappear for 10 years, 

He then returns to his village, 
a ragged but contented old man 
who spins out his remaining 
years telling his story to the 
villagers. 

When financial difficulties 
late in 1843 forced Dickens to do 
something quickly to improve 
his income, he had only to 
elaborate the story of Gabriel 
Grubb and expand the theme of 
selfishness he was then un- 
folding in the serialized novel 
“Martin Chuzzlewit.”” 

If Shakespeare’s example is 
not enough to prove that a 
writer can labor for money 
with no loss of craftsmanship’ 
and creative genius, Dickens’ 
continued Success should 
settle the doubt. 

The fact that the Victorian 
master was counting on the 
sales of “‘A Christmas Carol” 
to pull him out of difficulties— 
he was even overdrawn on his 
bank account—takes nothing 


from the brilliance of his 
performance. 

While the sales of ‘Martin 
Chuzzlewit’’ would have 
gladdened the heart of any of 
his envious contemporaries, 
they were below the figures for 
his earlier works, and not large 
enough to meet his expenses. 

High living and an easy 
generosity were putting him in 
the position of Micawber—outgo 
constantly exceeding income. 

Although 15,000 copies of the 
“Carol” had been sold by the 
end of the year, His net gain was 
small because he had priced the 
book low at five shillings, at the 
same time insisting on an ex- 
pensive format—gilt edges and 
John Leech’s hand-colored 
illustrations. 

He would later receive profits 
from Continuing sales, including 
a continental issue bY a German 
publisher. 

But even “The Cricket on the 
Hearth,"’ considered much 
inferior to the “Carol,” sold 
better in the Christmas issue 
market. The drop was a severe 
blow to the author who had seen 
“The Curiosity Shop” climb toa 
100,000 coppies. 

In the following year, the 
story of Scrooge and Tiny Tim 
was the top seller in the United 
States, but without one penny of 
payment to the author. The 
overseas publishers continued 
to pirate his works ruthlessly. 

During his lifetime, every

While exact figures are im- 
possible to come by, since its 
first appearance the “Carol” 
has been published all over the 
world in thousands of edictions 
and publications, and millions 
of copies. 

The success of Dickens 
as a story-teller. is all 
the more remarkable for the 
burden of pleading for social 
reform he works into his prose. 

“A Christmas Carol" is no 
exception. Propaganda in 
fiction written to entertain is a 
risky element, likely to put off 
the average reader who resents 
being preached to. 

Dickens is the rare artist who 
managed to infuse the message 
with whimsical language and 
lively characters to prevent the 
pill from overwhelming the 
sugar-coating. < 

Humor is: his saving grace, 
operating sometimes in wry and 
ironic ways, keeping a 
palatable balance between 
amusement and instruction. 

The protrayal of Scrooge 
arouses our indignation but 
does not make him repulsive. 
He is comic, enough in the 
depiction of his miserliness that 
we come closer to pity than to 
hatred. 

We are prepared to rejoice at 
his reformation and redemp- 
tion—we identify with him, as 
we identify with his glorious 
opportunity to have a second 
chance in life, to provide 
generously for Cratchit and his 
family, and to be a second 
father to Tiny Tim, who will 
live. 

While we are witnessing 
Scrooge’s moral fall and rise,

we are enlightened by the 
author on a number of social 
ills. 

Through the time-machine 
magic of the three sprits, we see 
the abuses of the miserable 
boarding schools, the enslaving 
practice of the apprenticeship 
system, the blindness and 
selfishness of government, the 
poverty brought on by star- 
vation wages, the ignorance 
fostered by inadequate 
education, and the class cruelty 
of the Sunday blue-laws— 
shutting the eating houses on 
the worker’s only day off, with 
religious piety as an excuse. 

These are the spin-off from 
the master-sin—greed and 
selfishness as manifested in 
Scrooge. 

Yet, because he is a human 
being’ and not. an institution 
without soul, we are neither 
surprised nor unhappy when he 
is redeemed rather than 
punished. The narrator is 
careful not to have us take him 
too seriously. 

“He carried his own low 
temperature always about with 
him,”’ he tells us. ‘‘He iced his 
office in the dog days; and 
didn't thaw it one degree at 
Christmas.” 

This comic exaggeration 
stands off our condemnation, in 
spite of his meager coal allot. 
ment to the shivering Cratchi 

There is something of this 
same tongue-in-cheek, too, 
when we are told that blind- 
men’s dogs, when they saw him 
coming, “would tug their 
owners into doorways and up 
courts."” 

Our amusement at the 
astuteness of the dogs overrides 
our indignation. 

The girl of his youth, who 
loved him but gave him up, 
invites the reader’s sympathy 
for Scrooge as she puts her 
finger on the underlying cause 
of his monomani: 
the world too much, 
him gently 


His greatest is to 
himself, in denying the 
sovereingty of his own 
emotions. His change starts 
early, during the visit of the 
first Ghost, who summoned the 
painful scense of his youth. 
“Why do you delight to torture 
me?,” he asks it. 

This fabric of imagery and 
details in the narrative, 
depending. on the very 
vocabulary and language of the 
printed tale, cannot emerge as 
powerfully for the film viewer. 

Mere plot is seldom the 
essential substance of a great 
piece of fiction, as a re-reading

of ‘A Christmas Carol’’—if you 
haven’t read it for a long time— 
will prove. 

A common response after 
reading it again is, “I forgot 
that all of that was in it.” 

While generations of critics 
agreed with the popular ac- 
claim given to Dickens’ com- 
passionate artistry, just to show 
you what a curmudgeon a critic 
can be, one of them expressed 
his doubts about the duration of 
Scrooge’s benevolence. 

He declared that the refor- 
mation was too sudden and 
unconvincing, and that on Dec.

Gilbert Ethan Allen furniture 
store and the B & O Railroad 
tracks, in the northeast 
quadrant of the I-64 and Route 
157 interchange. It would be 
entered from Salem Avenue, 

-the I-64 north frontage road.

Attorney General William 
Scott managed to stall the 
purchase by refusing to approve 
the title, normally only a for- 
mality.

Domestic raw steel 
production continued to run well 
ahead of its 1977 pace through 
the first nine months of this 
year, a new study shows. U.S. 
raw’ steel output reached 
101,141,000 tons through Sep- 
tember of this year. During this 
period, domestic mills operated | 
at a capability utilization rate 
averaging 85.8 percent. 

Raw steel production in the \ 
first three quarters of last year | 
was 94,511,000 tons—or 6.6 
percent less. The utilization & 
rate through the first nine 
months of 1977 was 78.7 percent. 

In September of this year, 
mills in this country poured 
11,467,000 tons of raw steel, at a 
capability utilization rate of 88.6 }\ \ 
percent. This was 1,417,000 tons 
more than the 10,050,000 tons 
poured in the same month of 
1977. c
